1 - (Currently Amended) A method for aUowing programmmg providers to offer subscribers 
programming events, the method comi»ising: 

a. associating events spanning multiple channels over non-contiguous time slots to 
create packages ; 

b. generating an electronic programming guide, the electronic programming guide 
having a piogranuning grid simultaneously listing a wrapper associated with each 
package and each package's associated events, the wrapper suirounding all the 
associated events for each package, the programming grid also simultaneously 
listing a start time and a stop time of each event associated with each package; 

the electronic programming guide having a first mode in which inputs to a 
navigator scroll from one wrapper to another wrapper, and 

the electronic programming guide having a second mode in which inputs 
to the navigator scroll from an event to another (he-seme event between different 
packages; 

c. recognizing the non-contiguous events; eatA 

d. in response to recognizing the non-contiguous events, prompting to switch from 
flie first mode to the second modei

2. (Cun^ntly Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein associating iJie events comprises 
combining M events that are related by content, time, channel or source. 
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(Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising relating whefem the 
wapper reives to each package's associated events, such that the electronic 
programming guide simultaneously lists each package's wrapper and each package's 
associated events. 

(Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, further comprising highlighting each 
wrapper as the navigator scrolls from one package to another pack^e. 

(Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, further comprising expanding the 
electronic programming guide to include channel information concerning at least one 
event associated with a package. 

(Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising collap sing wbema the 
electronic programming guide furthor compriooo a collgpood mode in whioh such that 
only time information concerning the package is are displayed. 

(Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising expanding s^*^eift the 
electronic programming guide further oomprisoo an oxpandod modo in which such that 
time and diannel information concerning the events is ^ displayed. 

(Currently Amended) A method for offering users additional programming information 
concerning events of interest, comprising: 

receiving an electronic programming guide having events spanning multiple 
channels over non-contiguous time slots associated with packages, the electronic 
programming guide having a progranuning grid simultaneously listing a wrapper 
associated with each package and each package's associated events, the wrapper 
surrounding all die associated events for each package, the programming grid also 
simuhaneously listing a start time and a stop time of each event associated with each 
package; 
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receiving an input to a navigator that selects a first mode in which the navigator 
scrolls from one wrapper to another wrapper within the electronic programming guide; 

receiving another input to the navigator that selects a second mode in which the 
navigator scrolls from an event to ^ another event between different packages; 

recognizing the non-contiguous events; aad 

in response to recognizing the non-contiguous events, prompting to switch from 
the first mode to the second modej, 

detecting a kevstroke input to a control device: 

if the key^oke input is a cursor kev to the navtgatm-. then determining whether 
the electronic progra mming guide is in the first mode or the second mode; 

if the kevstroke input is not the cursor kev to the navigator, then determining 
whether the kevstroke input is a zoom kev: 

if the electronic programmin g guide is in the second mode, then determining 
whether an adjoining event cell to b e selected is part of a same package or p art nf a 
different package: and 

if the adjoining event cell is part of the s ame package, then hip hh^phtinp th^ 
adjoinins event cell within the same pa c kage in a direction represented bv the cursn^ key 

(Currently Amended) The method of claim 8, wherein receiving the electronic 
programming guide comprises receiving information selected from the group consisting 
of [[:]] pricing, content and scheduling information. 

(Cunrently Amended) A system processing an electronic programming guide ("EPG**), 
comprising: 

means for receivmg events spanning multiple channels over non^contiguous time 
slots associated with packages; 

means for storing the electronic programming guide in the memory, the electronic 
programming guide having a programming grid that simultaneously lists a wrapper 
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associated with each package and each package's associated events, the wrapper 
surrounding all the associated events for each package, the programming grid also 
simultaneously listing a start time and a stop time of each event associated with each 
package; 

means for producing a first mode of the electronic programming guide in which 
inputs to a navigator scroll jfrom one wrapper to another wrapper; 

means for producing a second mode of the electronic programming guide in 
which inputs to the navigator scroll from an event to another the event between different 
packages; 

means for recognizing the non-contiguous events; aad 

in response to recognizing the non-contiguous events, means for prompting a user 
to switch from the first mode to the second mode; 

means for de tecting a keystroke input to a control device: 

if the keystroke input is a c ursor kev to the navigator, then means for determinirp 
whether the electronic programming guide is in the first mode or the second mode-^ 

if the keystroke input is not the cursor kev to the navigator, then means for 
detcrminmg whether t he kevstmke input is a zoom kev: 

if the electronic programmi ng guide is in the second mode, then means for 
dctermininR whether an adioinmg ev e nt cell to be selected is part of a same package or 
part of a different package: and 

if the adjoining event cell is part of the same package, then means for hi> h1iphtinff 
the adjoinma event cell within the sam e package in a direction represented bv the cursnr 
kev . 

(Currently Amended) The system of claim 10, wherein the control device is inputs oro 
reooivod fh)m a remote control. 

(Currently Amended) The system of claim 10, further comprising means for receiving 
whoroin tho prooossor 15 adapted to roo u ive a command to cause a display to show 
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package information in a collapsed mode in which only limited schedxiling information 
concerning a package's events are displayed. 

13. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 10, further comprising means for 
implementing whcg-oin the prooooaor implomontfl a zoom mode in which additional 
information is accessed, the additional information describing an event within a package, 

14. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 10, wherein when a package comprises non- 
contiguous events, then means for prooeooor implementing commands to the navigator 
that scrolls to a next time and a next channel of an associated event within a package. 

15. (Currently Amended) A method for organizing and presenting program infoimation 
within an electronic progranmiing guide, the method comprising: 

receiving events spanning multiple channels over non-contiguous time slots 
associated with packages; 

receiving the electronic programming guide, the electronic programming guide 
having a programming grid that simultaneously Usts a wrapper associated with each 
package and each package's associated events, the wrapper surrounding all the associated 
events for each package, the programming grid also simultaneously listing a start time 
and a stop time of each event associated with each package; 

receiving an input that causes a navigator to scroll firom one wrapper to another 
wr^per; 

receiving another input that causes the navigator to scroll from an event to another 
tib© event between different packages; 

recognizing the non-contiguous events; md 

in response to recognizing the non-contiguous events, prompting to switch from a 
first mode to a second mode; 

detectin g a kevstroke input to a contrpl device: 
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if the keystroke input is a cursor kev to the navigator, then d etermining wtlf>^^lPrr 
the electronic orogrammine guid e is in the first mode or the second mode: ; 

if the keystroke input is not the cursor kev to the navigator- then determinin g 
whethe r the keystroke input is a zoom kev: 

if the electronic orogramming ^de is in the second mode, then determining 
whether an adioinigg event cell to be selected is part of a same package or p art of a 
different package: 

if the adjoining event cell is part o f the same package, then hip hliffVitinfi th^ 
ftdjoininR event cell vvnthin the same package i n a direction renresented by the cursor kev^ 
and 

if the adjoining event ceU is not part o f the same package, then highlighting an 
adjoining package w rapper in the direction of the cursor kev . 

(Currently Amended) The method of claim IS, further comprising relatinp ^Aereia the 
wrapper i^elates to the package's associated events, such that the electronic programming 
guide simultaneously lists the package's wrapper and the package's associated events. 

(Pleviously Presented) The method of claim 15, wherein when a package comprises non- 
contiguous events, then causing the navigator to scroll to a next time and a ne?rt channel 
of an associated event within a package. 

(Previously Presented) The method of claim 15, further comprising causing each package 
to be highlighted as the navigator scrolls between packages. 

(Previously Presented) Hie method of claim 15, further comprising expanding a package, 
causing an event within the package to be highlighted, and communicating that the event 
is being purchased. 

(Currently Amended) The method of claim 17, further comprising receiving the 
keystroke input from a remote control. 
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
